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Wanna step up into the 
sneaker-collecting elite?

Imelda Marcos, the famous shoe collec- 
tor? Beginner. 

When it comes to shoe fanatics, sneaker 
collectors hunting down the latest pair 
of retro Air Jordans are on a whole other 
level. 

People sometimes “look at you like 
you’re nuts,” said Ric McCallister of Glen- 
view, a sneaker collector who has waited in 
line at the NikeTown on Michigan Avenue 
more times than he can count. “People on 
the outside are totally amazed that a man 
could have 300 or 400 pairs of shoes.” 

But McCallister isn’t alone. In fact, he said 
there are hundreds in Chicago with collections 
on par with his 400-500 pairs. 

“Chicago’s huge for sneaker-heads,” he said. 

As shoe collectors, fans and basketball-playing 
kids continue to snap up Bulls player Derrick 
Rose’s AdiZero shoe line, others are going nuts 
over the release of Nike Air Jordans. Recently 
there were riots at stores selling the Jordans in 
North Carolina, Florida and Georgia, as well as 
the highly coveted Nike Galaxy foamposite shoes, 
now going for $1,200 or more on resale websites.

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“That Galaxy release was absolute mad- 
ness,” said Nick DePaula, creative director 
at Portland-based Sole Collector magazine. 
But the “ultimate” shoe changes constantly 
and today’s Galaxy could be tomorrow’s Air 
Teezy 2. There’s always a new shoe to lust 
after. 

According to the National Shoe Retailers 
Association, retail footwear is a $48 billion- 
a-year industry And last year Americans 
spent $17.6 biUion on athletic footwear, the 
National Sporting Goods Association re- 
ports. While it’s impossible to say just how 
many of those sneakers go to fans like Mc- 
Callister, DePaula said the athletic-shoe-col- 
lecting industry is booming. 

DePaula said the sneaker-collecting hobby 
hit its stride in 2003-04, when blogs and on- 
line auction sites such as eBay exploded in 
popularity DePaula said the typical sneaker- 
head is a man (92 percent of those on his 
website are guys, he said), 15 to 23 years old, 
with a collection of shoes in the 25- to 50 -pair 
range. Things have changed since the early 
days of brand-name sneakers, DePaula said, 
when a kid might have to beg for months 
to get a $100 pair of shoes— if he ever got 
them at all. The typical $220 asking price for 
sneakers is now nothing special. 

Jose Rodriguez, 36, of Little Village, re- 
members the shoe that started it all: the 
original Air Jordan. Fans obsessed with Mi- 
chael Jordan’s basketball skills found a natu- 
ral transition to emulate his style. 

“It started with me growing up in Chica- 
go,” said Rodriguez, who estimates he owns 
300 to 400 pairs of athletic shoes. But he 


doesn’t call himself a collector, even though 
he owns “way more sneakers than a normal 
person should own.” 

His most cherished pair isn’t a limited- 
edition rarity— they are his Air Force Max 
shoes, similar to the ones Charles Barkley 
used to wear. Rodriguez vividly remembers 
how he had to beg in high school for the 
shoes. If his entire collection disappeared, he 
said he’d first replace those. 

“That was a significant sneaker in my life,” 
he said. “For me, it’s always been more about 
the moments than the dollar value.” 

It’s a common refrain: Most shoe fanat- 
ics aren’t amassing collections to make 
money Nike senior designer Jason Petrie, 
who worked with LeBron James to design 
his shoes, said celebrity cachet sometimes 
hooks fans. If they love Jordan, they also 
love the memory of watching him make a 
spectacular playoff shot in his Jordans. The 
shoes remind them of those memories, Pet- 
rie said. 

“The moments that people associate 
with those shoes is what makes them spe- 
cial,” said Petrie, who himself began as a 
collector and shoe lover. He remembers 
selling his G.I. Joe toy collection to buy a 
pair of sneakers in seventh grade. “Some of 
us just get the sickness.” 

Feeding that sneaker addiction doesn’t 
come cheap, McCallister said. He generally 
pays about $200 for a pair, but exclusive or 
hard-to-find shoes can cost $1,000 or more. 
He passes on pricier kicks, saying “at $1,500, 
groceries are more important.” 

Once the cash is in hand, the next step is 


tracking down the perfect shoe. It’s no easy 
task when some stores get only a few dozen 
pairs of sought-after shoes. People often wait 
in long lines, willing to swap sizes if they 
don’t get theirs in time. Rodriguez said he 
generally gets his shoes through friends and 
other sneaker-heads who know his size and 
hook him up when they run into a pair he’d 
like. 

“The sneaker world is large, but it’s small 
at the same time,” he said. “Networking is 
a huge aspect. When you go to eBay you’re 
paying five times retail.” 

For many a collection of kicks starts slow- 
ly Perhaps you pick up a shoe you love, and it 
snowballs from there. 

“It’s kind of like any hobby where there’s 
a collectible nature to it. If you have Jordans 
6, 7 and 8, you want to get 5, 9 and everything 
around it,” DePaula said. “Once you cross 
the threshold ... then you really start to go 
after certain models.” 

DePaula’s own collection stretches into 
the 600 -pair range, but like many sneaker 
geeks, he doesn’t have an exact count. 

“I have shoes in basically every closet,” he 
said. “It looks like a Foot Locker wall in the 
basement.” 

And yes, sneaker-heads wear their shoes. 
For the most part, anyway 

“There are lots of people who buy them 
as pieces of art. That’s cool and all,” Rodri- 
guez said. But then, “you spent all this money 
on something that’s sitting in your house. 
They’re meant to be worn.”

Meat and greet draws bacon lovers

Thousands of people— young, old, men and 
women united in their love of one pork prod- 
uct-packed the UIC Forum on Saturday to 
sample a veritable cornucopia of bacon drinks 
and dishes at Bacon fcst Chicago. 

It was the event's fourth year and its biggest 
ever, proving the city's ravenous appetite for 
all things bacon hasn't dimmed. 

''In our fantasy world, [Baconfest would 
be this huge], but we had no idea,” said Seth 
Zurer, one of the organizers. “When we first 
started talking about it, it was a joke: ‘We’re 
going to do the Burning Man of bacon.’ ” 

Some of those in attendance traveled from 
pretty (ar to get a taste of Baconfest’s porky 
offerings. At the front of a long, snaking 
hne outside the Fbrum were two men who’d 
driven from Wisconsin. Waiting inside were a

trio of Ohio State University students making 
their second pilgrimage to Baconfest. 

“I want to try anything,” said Mike Wil- 
son, 23, wearing a bacon T-shirt and sporting 
a VIP armband, which increased the ticket 
price from $75 to $150 but gave early access to 
those willing to fork over the cash. “Wb’re just 
going to go [into the fest] and kind of go in to 
a bacon coma.” 

One might ask a person who’s spent all that 
time and money to be at Baconfest: Is bacon 
overrated? 

“Is Michael Jordan overrated?” replied 
Devin Castellano, 27, who came from New 
York with friends. Castellano had been “pre- 
paring” for the fest, he said, eating bacon for 
days. “I want to bathe in bacon.” 

Castellano said he had hit about 30 booths 
and was a bit full. 

“I probably should have paced myself,” he 
said with a sheepish expression. 

Maybe Castellano should have talked to 
Daniel Zemans, a writer for the Serious Eats 
website, before he started his rounds. 

Zemans, who in past years managed to eat 
virtually everything available, has had to mod- 
ify his approach significantly and now has a 
method to his meal. 

“If it’s truly delicious, like, even in this sea 
of bacon still stands out, I will cat the whole 
thing,” Zemans said. “If it's just very good or 
good, I'll take a bite.” 

Some things, like pizza with bacon on it, 
Zemans passed up entirely He’s become jad- 
ed and requires more than mere bacon pizza 
to thrill him. 

Event organizer Zurer said 1,500 tickets 
were sold for each “shift”— lunch and din-

ncr— bringing the total expected to 3,000. 
At the first event, in October 2009, 75 people 
attended. By 2011, Zurer was so busy that he 
had time to sample only four of the dishes. 
This year, he promised himself he'd eat more, 
even if he wasn’t planning as thoroughly as a 
few of the Type- A bacon fans. 


“There are some people that are very spe- 
cific. They get a map, they plot a route, they 
have an Excel spreadsheet ahead of time,” he 
said. “I’m just going to go in and browse and 
see what boks good.”

At least 5 killed as twisters 
tear through Midwest 


D OKLAHOMA CITY Dozens of tornadoes tore through 
parts of Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa over- 
night and one twister killed at least five people early Sunday 
as storm sirens failed to sound in an Oklahoma town and 
caught people unaware. 

Storms skipped across Tornado Alley and more were fore- 
cast. But casualties appeared limited because many of the 
twisters hit sparsely populated areas, and during daylight 
hours or evening when people were still awake. 

In Oklahoma, a twister struck the northwest city of 
Woodward early Sunday after lightning apparently disabled 
its storm warning system. Mayor Roscoe Hill said. 

A total of 29 people were treated at Woodward Regional 
Hospital, according to CEO Dave Wallace. Of those, five 
were in critical condition and transferred to other hospitals, 
while four were admitted to Woodward and are in good con- 
dition. 

Two children died— and one was missing— at a mobile 
home park on the west side of Woodward, a town of 12,000 
people, while two adults were killed in a small community 
just outside the city limits. Hill said. Details of the fifth 
death were not immediately known, said Keli Cain, spokes- 
woman for Oklahoma Emergency Management. 

“This thing took us by surprise,” Hill said, adding storm 
sirens had not sounded. “It’s kind of overwhelming.” 

Hill said he was told the tornado hit the west and north 
sides of the city, badly damaging an apartment complex 
where residents were trapped and awaiting rescue.

“On the west part of town it looks pretty bad. We still 
have search and rescue people out. We have people who are 
still missing,” he said. “It’s pretty devastating.” 

A tornado that struck Woodward in April 1947 still ranks 
as the deadliest in Oklahoma history, with 116 people killed, 
according to the National Weather Service.

“Wearing a suit is a powerful statement,” 
Kopulos said. ‘And now it’s time for people to 
add more personalization to their most authori- 
tative attire.”

“Free-from” food products, whether they’re 
labeled sugar-free, fat-free or gluten-free, 
are fast becoming a trendy lifestyle choice, 
regardless of allergies or intolerance. 

The popularity of these products, tastier 
and more widely available than ever, is driven 
by health-focused consumers, research firms 
say These so-called avoiders also are swayed 
by the “health halo,” or the perception that 
the product is better for you because it’s 
lacking an ingredient or nutrient, said Andy 
Bellatti, a Seattle-based nutritionist and the 
author of the Small Bites blog. 

Here’s how to make smart choices when 
shopping the free-from offerings. 

Fat-free 

What it means: The product contains no more 
than 0.5 grams of fat per serving, but serving is 
defined by the manufacturer. 

Watch out for: Fat-free products usually have 
fewer calories than regular ones, but as much 
or more carbohydrates, said William Lassek, 
co-author of “Why Women Need Fat.” 
There’s little if any evidence showing that 
switching to fat-free foods results in lower 
weights or better health. 

Gluten-free 

What it means: Unlike fat- and sugar-free, 
gluten-free is essential for those who are 
gluten intolerant or have celiac disease, 
a digestive condition triggered by eating 
the protein gluten. Foods without certain 
grains, including wheat, rye, barley, spelt, 
kamut, triticale and crossbred hybrids, can 
be considered gluten-free, according to a 
proposed definition by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 

Watch out for: Starches. “The potato starch, 
cornstarch, tapioca starch and rice starch 


typically used in nearly all gluten-free foods 
are among the few foods that raise blood 
sugar higher than even whole wheat,” said 
William Davis, a preventive cardiologist in 
Milwaukee. “This triggers insulin resistance 
and abdominal weight gain and can lead 
to heart disease, cataracts, arthritis and 
hypertension. Eating gluten-free {processed} 
foods is little better than eating jelly beans,” 
said Davis, the author of “Wheat Belly” 

Sugar-free 

What it means: The product contains less 
than 0.5 gram of sugars per serving, according 
to the FDA. But sugar-free still can be full of 
calories and carbohydrates, said registered 
dietitian Hope Warshaw, a diabetes educator. 
In fact, if a sugar-free food is not low or 
reduced in calories, the company must 
disclose that fact. 

Watch out for: Most foods that contain 
artificial sweeteners are highly processed and 
offer very little in terms of nutrition, Bellatti 
said. People who regularly eat/drink artificial 
sweeteners, he said, may not find fruit to 
“hit the sweet spot” because their taste buds 
have been trained to appreciate aspartame’s 
sweetness as the standard. 

Dairy- or lactose-free 

What it means: The FDA hasn’t defined dairy- 
or lactose-free. In general, dairy-free should 
not contain cow’s milk, while lactose-free 
products have had the lactose, or milk sugar, 
removed. 

Watch out for: People with milk allergies 
are allergic to the milk protein, which is 
still present when lactose is removed. Also 
beware of added sugars. Even plain varieties 
can contain 6 grams — a teaspoon and a half of 
added sugar, said Bellatti, who recommends 
unsweetened varieties.

Common— real name: Lonnie Rashid 
Lynnjr.— who can be seen in ^VMC's “I lell on 
Wheels,” calls his aggressive rhymes therapeu- 
tic. 

'That's an expression of me,” said Com- 
mon, whose charity honored Belafbnte and 
the Bears' Israel Idonije, among others, on Sat- 
urday. “I believe that that always did exist. It's 
just sometimes you suppress it. Sometimes it's 
not necessary to bring out. I guess one of the 
healthiest ways to release that is through art or 
working out. I got to do it through song. Some- 
times I need those songs to get me charged.”
